No Right to Invade Premises
Without Writ Issued on

Verified Complaint.

Mayor Hylan y notified Police
Commissioner Enrlght that police In

quest of liquor violations must not

"search premises or persons or their
bags or effects, or automobiles with-

out a search warrant." Tho Mayor's

letter was based on an opinion from
Corporation Counsel O'Hrlon pro
pared at his requeat.

Mnyor Dylan's request to Corporn-tio- n

Counsel OJRricn was accompan-
ied by a complaint made to him by
John C. Walworth. President of the
llronx Chamber oft Commerce, who
had been stopped by n policeman an
k public street and requested ti- - re-

veal the contents of n silcl.cl In' w:is
carrying, After referring to the Stat-

utory provision In this t'tatc for the
enforcement of tho Eighteenth
Amendment to tho Federal Constitu-
tion, Corporation Counsel O'llrlen
cited three Instances wherein pollco
officers have a right to make an ar-

rest without a. warrnnt. They .ire ns
follows:

For a crime committed or at-

tempted In his presence.
Whcp a person arrested has

committed n felony.
When a felony has In fnct been

committed and thero Is reason-

able cause for believing that the
person arrested committed It.

"The Attorney General," Corpora-
tion Counsel O'llrlen continued, "re-

cently rendered an opinion that
peace officers have no right to stop
and search automobiles or other con-

veyances for tho purpose of discov-
ering violations of the prohibition en-

forcement statutes, and 1 am con-

vinced that tho Attorney General was
correct In his conclusion."

Mr. O'Brien quoted sections of Crim-
inal Procedure which provides for tho
issuance of a warrant for the "seareh
for and seizure- of liquors kept in vlo.
latlon of the penal law," but empha-
sized the fact that "the warrant
should Issuo only upon a verified
complaint setting forth facts which
show grounds for belief that intoxi-
cating liquor Is kept or that there ts
probable cauao for bellovlng that such
liquor Is Illegally In one's possession."

Tho Corporation Counsel says tho
complaint must state tho name of the
person "so keeping, storing or deposit-
ing such liquor, and tho name of the
owner at tho promlacs whero eueh
liquor Is so stored, kept or deposited,
If known to the complainant, togtithor
with a description of tho premises
lUtllelnnt to Identify the samo,"

Mr, O'llrlen holda that tho provi-
sions of tho Htrtto law against un-
reasonable searoliea and seizures are
found Ip tho Civil Rights I.aw nnd
tho Corto of Criminal Procedure. Tlio
former, he says, provides that "the
right of the people to tin secure In
their persons, hnusea, papers and ef-

fects against unrenunnubln searr-lie- i

and aeisures ought nut to he vloluteil,
am) no warrants can Issue hut upon
probable cause supported by oath or
atllrmatlfin, and nnrtloularly deserlli-In- g a

the plucu tn he pearclind and the
persons or things o be seised,"

Thn Cuile pf Criminnl Prnnedum,
Mr. O'llrlen holdB, provides that a
beared warrant rmn only bo Imued
upon probable nautiu Mippnrti- -i by
alliil.tvllu describing the person and
property to bo hearclied, and that th'
slalutes have not been repealed ,r
superceded by the Prohibitum

Act of 1BJ1. Consequently,
he holds, it tnay bo safely Resumed
that the legislature In enacting prq
hlbltinn enforcement had In content
platlnn fill requirements fit the 01 VI
Rights Iw and tho Cods of Crlralna
Procedure.
